IOWA NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION SHOW IS DEEMED A BIG SUCCESS 


The Iowa Numismatic Association held its annual convention in Des Moines 
on October 1 and 2. As usual, a large crowd was in attendance. This, along 
with the many fine dealers, exhibits and meetings, made for a very busy 
two days. One of the highlights of the Convention was the banquet honor- 
ing our Charter Members. Another significant event was the purchase of the 
W. E. Van Hook collection by the organization. This collection covers the 
entire numismatic field and was amassed during a lifetime of coin collect- 
ing. The exhibit area was jam-packed with varied displays, including the 
Junior field of nine exhibitors, surely a record number. Award winners are: 
U.S. GOLD: ist- Dr. John Tilton, 2nd- Harry Peters, 3rd- Raymond ryan; U.S. 
SILVER: ist- Lou Strnad; U. S. COPPER AND BRONZE: ist- Charles Schollen; 
U.S. PAPER: 1st- Gene Morris, 2nd- Don Mark, 3rd- Larry Harvey; FOREIGN: 
ist-Charles Schollen, 2nd-Jackie Wildfang, 3rd-Don Proudfit; MEDALS, TOK- 
ENS, and SPECIALIZED: ist- Marilyn Douglas, 2nd- Paul Campbell, 3rd- Don 
Proudfit; and JUNIOR: ist- Brooke Samuelson, 2nd-Jackie Wildfeng, 3rd-Mark 
Milliman. Winner of the WINNERS CIRCLE was Marjorie Owen. The best of the 
Junior displays receiving the Lowell L. Owen Memorial Trophy was Brooke 
Samuelson. Dr. John Tilton was awarded the Iowa Best of Show plaque. 

This 1977 State Convention was dedicated to the Old-Timers, these being 
the Charter Members (first 89 people to join in 1938). Only nine sustaining 
members are still living. These are Paul Campbell, Art Kagin, Walter Boh- 
ler, Everett Deitz, Lew Ferguson, Lauren Benson, T.J. Barnes, Lee Hewitt, 
and Earl Pettit. Present at the recognition ceremonies were Paul Campbell, 
Art Kagin, Lew Ferguson, Everett Deitz and Walter Bohler. Some of these mem- 
bers travelled considerable distance to be present. Walter Bohler came all 
the way from Colorado. It was noted that T.J. Barnes was in the hospital, and 
Lauren Benson and Lee Hewitt were in ill health. Each Charter Member received 
a plaque as a token of appreciation of their support of the I.N.A. for the 
past 39 years. It might be noted here that some of the officers paid a visit 
to Mr. Barnes at the Methodist Medical Center on Sunday afternoon. He was 
delighted that we thought of him, especially since he was facing surgery 
the next day. (He is recuperating at his home now). 

The I.N.A. has purchased the historical collection and will continue to 
exhibit it at the lowa numismatic functions. The purchase price was $550. 
Art Kagin immediately donated $25 toward the purchase and initiated a cam- 
paign to solicit pledges to finance the acquisition. When this plan was an- 
nounced, several contributions were given, including $25 from Marjorie Owen, 
$25 from Gene Morris, $10 from MBM COINS, and the first item for addition- 
an ancient Roman copper of the Salonian era, donated by Don Mark. The dona- 
tions are welcome, either money toward the purchase of items of interest 
to add to the exhibit. Significant parts of the collection are: a 1908 St. 
Gaudens Double Eagle in Uncirculated condition, a $5 gold piece, (continued)

some Canadian Proof-like sets, A Bahama Islands coin set,dated 1972, some 
Broken Bank notes, Confederate Currency, Large-size National currency, and 
other currency including an uncirculated specimen of a $5 Onc-papa, a $10 of 
the series of 1928, a gold certificate, and assorted Fractional items. Other 
items include: a type set of U.S. half dollars, a type set of U.S. cents, 

7 U.S. Proof sets of assorted dates, 6 Commemorative U.S. half dollars, in- 
cluding the 1946 Iowa, Silver dollars, including a Proof-like Morgan, 1924 
Peace, and a Trade Dollar, a nice assortment of medals, U.S. Proof singles, 
and U.S. type specimens. Be sure to look for this display at the I.N.A. His- 
torian's table at future Shows. 

I.N.A. is saddened by the loss of Jesse Crawford of Waterloo, who died 
on August 6. Jesse was a hard worker in the Waterloo Coin Club and will be 
missed by his many friends there. 

Jack Pohl of Davenport is the winner of the design contest for the 40th | 
anniversary medal to be cast in 1978. There will be a limited number of sil- 
ver medals made with serial numbers. The first 5 medals will be auctioned at} 
the Davenport show next Fall and #40 will go into the Historian's display. | 
There will be a quantity cast in antiqued copper. 











We were reminded that Don Mark is the coordinator for Convention planning 
All organizations planning shows should let him know as soon as possible, to} 
help keep the Shows from conflicting with others. 

There was quite a discussion at the Saturday Board meeting concerning the 
exhibit rules and regulations.

Circle. These categories can be expanded at the Exhibit Chairman's discretion 
These categories are for competitive exhibits. Invitational exhibits are also | 
needed. Exhibits are to stay in place until 4:00 P.M. of the last day of th 
show. There are no firm laws in the By-Laws concerning the Convention, other 
than the time of year, that is, in September or October. 

The 1978 Convention will be held in Davenport on October 7 and 8, at the 
Holiday Inn, 53rd and Brady.
